Tfaeant- 
bassador deteftenied to- leam aa much of 
the truth as poBsible, in order to trenamit 
it at full length to the shah. 'Howl'said 
he, ' we bare only one book, to wit, the 
Kenm, which contaiAB all our law ; and 
here,' eakt he, ' we' find that ctunel-loads 
of bofiks lire not enough! If eYery can 
and sheikh el Islam* in £ngladd, who, 
peRltance, mighche sent to dispense jus- 
tiea over the land, were to trarel, they' 
wttald Require af least fi*^ eunels to carry 
MHMtt (beiy req^iHsite knowle^e. Then as 
tfl' settling what the government is to 
spMd) ioi the' name of Allah, what may be 
thft-nte af a king, if he bka not unlimited 
oMHbond over his treasury ? Ottrkingof 
Unge' woold out off any body's ears, did 
be dare cMt into qu'eetion the right of

pa^t pjip- comprehension ; it related ia-scHiie 
moft&ure to religion. From what we heard, 
it was plain that Mahomedans would btivt 
b^t a Bpny esi&tonce of it in England j foP if 
her own suhjecta w^e not allowed to ipny 
after their own fashion, wh&t, in the nane 
of the ehah's beard, could we«speot?'>.If 
they ore looked upon as dogs, we laighftbs

Notwithstanding this extraordinary cea- 
duct of the English towards their king, it 
appears that he goes wiUingly every year 
- in state, sumuinded by all the ' maJMty 
and .magnificenice of a crowned head, to

the raehmandar informed the Mirza Fi- 
toax that the number of persons admitted 
to tiie ahsdl'B presence on this occasion 
mm restricted to a certain few; and there- 
fine it was proposed that neither 'I nor any 
of itm Penian sitite shouMbeoftheparty.

Several avenues bordered the mad through 
which the king wae to peas ; and, ip ?Fder 
to keep it clear, op each side were poated 
cavalry, mounted upon superb horses, for 
the time b^ing we attracted more attention 
than any tiling els«, and ware b^itming 
to feel the iAsplenoe of the tovwd, whwi 
luckily th^r attentiw vaa soon aGtw di- 
verted ttiJBi «» t^ the approach of the 
king, accd we opened all oaf eyesto see 
his majesty pasa. Before the procaHHon 
had rcftcbed us abeut a maidan, we heaid 
strange and unaccountable sounds, which 
we took for the Euglish mode of paying 
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faonage to dicar mooBieh; junods which 
ID some messure aasimUated to the greet- 
ings' insde by the Ambian iwotnw upon 
dteappnnch of a great parsmagfl, Tbe^ 
mace a mixtuFe of cries, groans, and 
hiakeB. As the great coach in which, the 
king rat drew oear, the rash of the crowd 
was inameBse, and immediately there is- 
sued from the thousands that stood near us 
sncii a i^ower of hiaaes, t^t we felt sure 
that no king. could be more beloved by hie 
people than tius. So much loyalty was 
initiuataaeous in its effect ; it was as catch- 
ing as fear; and, almost involuntarriy, 
m added our most unaffected hieaes to 
those of the surrounding crowd, the hueof 
our faC8» ahuoet becomiag Uack with the 
ex»tiios. All the collected s»penta of the 
piams niMogan* in a rage could not ex- 
ceed the. noiMwe made. We became the 
po«it>of observation to aU beholders. But 
what 'Wa» our astonishment; T may add

«« finUiti 'the'EnglidhmAtythe same feteN

ni welcome. ' There were serend other 
khdnnms, very civil and handsome. If

The entrance of a person with white 
dost on his head to inrita us to the 
fef^t pat an end for a time to the good 
humour that had broken oat; and when 
the company stood up, we discov««d 
that theK existed among the English to 
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thfr fiill as mach etiquette' about' pre- 
c«d«nae as (tf our counti^:' ' BUt' Allah'! 
Attah! who, let me B^f, v/^tk tH4 otjecl^s 
oPH! Mohamed Beg, whrti I ffillii^a 'die 
fact, would not believe it.' Wdnien!— 
thejf, the women, took precedence.' They 
walkfcd) Mit of the room firat, whilst the 
men seemed 1;o struma fiit the prIvSfegi 
of leading thcAlii forwurdB. E^ery Hdiibur 
was intended towards onr ttmbassador; he 
was invited to make his way Vrith the 
vizier's wil^, his right hand placed ' iCt her 
left; and, considering that this was 'the 
first time he had performed such a cere- 
mony, he really did it amazingly well. 
Without even thinking of washing our 
hands before we began to eat, both men 
and women proceeded to the scene of 
actiofa.

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nightly resort of the English people. ' Ib 
the name of All&h !' we exclaimed, ' the 
English must be the most idle n&tion under 
the sun. The f^tes of our Ao Rouz, the 
celebration of the death of Imam Hossein, 
and some other of oar annual festivals, are 
sufficient for the recreation of the pec^le 
of Iran ; bat here amusement is unceasing, 
and every day with them seema to be the 
beginning of a new year.' 

The first night of our appearance at a 
greatshow-hoDse, wesaw the representation 
of a story, well calculated to excite our feel- 
togs. Altboogh we did not understand 
what was said, yet the acting was suffici^it. 
An old shah, white and decrepit with i^e, 
was thniBt from his kingdom by his own 
children, and driven to the utmost verge of 
deq>eration. We all shed tears, reflecting 
what might be the fate of our blessed shah 
in hia old age, beset as he is with such a 
numerous and hostile family of sodb. We 
eagerly inquired from the mehmandar bow 
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it was pDBflibte" to 'get one ao old to per- 
gonify th«' idraracter, when- almost imme- 
di^tdy after, a young and handBome inan 
came to pay his reBpects to Mirza Fironx, 
and-was'iatrodoced asthe onfbrtaiiate king 
who' hod jttst been driven from hiB kiag- 
dwn. We could scarcely restrain onrgelvea 
ftera toudiing him, as wilJi one voice we 
all exclaimed, ' La illaha iiiallah!' He 
seemed quite delighted with onr aBtonish- 
nient, -md aesured the ambassador that 
his approbation was the greatest eulo* 
gium v^ieh eoald he passed upon his per- 
ftHmance. 

To this heart-rending amusement suc- 
ceeded more bll^onery than ever was ^r- 
formpd or Conceived by our most renowned 
httiee, or mountebanks, llie famous jester 
of Shah Abbas was a mere child to the 
one whom we saw here. The convulsive 
taoghter of the ambassador, and the in- 
roluDtary wagging of all our beards, pro- 
duced by his inimitable acting, must havfi 
been a source of considerable congratu-

lation to him. He bad a month which 
opened and shut to any dimensions; limha 
which Beemed to helong to his neigh- 
bour as much as to himself; and a body 
entirely flexible. The ambassador imme- 
diately conceived a plan of enticii^ this 
man to Persia ; he felt sure that the best 
present which he could offer to the shah on 
his return would be a luti of this descrip- 
tion. His own infiuence would thus be 
effectually secured; and with so powerful 
an instrument in hand hefelt that he might 
bafiie every machination which the grand 
vizier, his open and avowed enemy, might 
plot for his destruction. But when he 
was informed by the mehmandar of the 
enormous sums actors of reputation are, 
sure to realise in England, his plan fell to 
the ground. 

We stared with aBtonishment when we 
heard that this buffoon was paid more than, 
the shah's chief executioner ; that the man 
who had acted the old king never failed to 
receive a greater sum annually than oat 
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grand vizier ; and that the revenue of the 
first woman singer at the opera exceeded 
that of many of the king's sons. 

' Derougk, derough, a lie ! a he !' was 
immediately beard from each of us ; but 
when we saw into what a ri^e this word 
inevitably threw the mehmandar, and in- 
deed every Englishman to whom it was 
addressed, we put the finger of suspense on 
our lips, and only renewed the expressions 
of our mutual conviction when we were 
alone, asserting that sacb unheard-of ex- 
penditure, for objects in themselves so 
flivolous, could only be the act of a nation 
of foola, and not of the wise and calculat- 
ing people among whom we were hving. 
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CHAPTER V. 

H<fiji and hit lAief begin to talk Engluh. — Z^a(n> 
battador maket a mittake, astdgtUiaio a dilemma. 

I BEQAN now to make myself tolerably 
well understood in the English lai^uage. 
Tu trae that I was very often iacompre- 
hensible; and many wordB which I bad 
picked up from my friends on board ship 
I soon found were none of the most refined, 
and did not pass current at court. The 
ambassador, too, ventured in great mea- 
sure to free himself fh>m ^e tutorage of 
tile mehmandar, and to speak for himself. 
He bad more opportmiitieB than I of exp- 
osing his knowledge, and occasionally got 
into difficulties by too great confidence in 
his own powers.

UB. I am in the greatest fear that I have 
made some terrible mistake, and that the 
designing wretch has purposely misled ns. 
Shonld he have made me draw a dog's 
akin* over my face, wallah, billah, tallah! 
by Allah, I '11 drag his liver through every 
hole ia bis body.' 

I brought it to him without delay, and 
then in great anxiety he ran over the words, 
written, for the sake of better pronnacia- 
tion, in our own character. ' I am right,' 
said he, half exalting, half mortified ; ' and 
if I am right, then that bankrupt lien- 
tenant has laughed at my beard. Please 
Allah, 1 11 bum his father if ever I catch 
him. He has dUgraced me before the 
world.' 

* This u one of the modes ofexpreuiDg an act of 
indeceiuiy. 
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' How was it?' said I; ' perhaps it is not 
BO bad as you imagine.' 

' I was in conrenatioa with a lady last 
night,' aaid he ; ' a lady of high consider- 
ation ; a wife of one of the omraha, and one 
whose good opinion I am anxious to aecure 
for many reaaons. She was rery ioquisi- 
tive aboat onr cnstoms, and asked many 
particular questions concerning the gene- 
ral appearance and domestic habits of onr 
women. ' Andnowtellme/saidehe/what 
sort of a woman may your wife be ?' ' 

*' Very good wife, ma'am/ aaid I, in En- 
glish. 

' ' But what sort of a per8<Hi has she ? is 
she tall or short?' 

' ' Very good person, ma'am ; tittle short, 
but waist like cypress tree,' said I. 

' * What sort of eyes has she?' 

' * Very good eyes,' said I; ' at big as 
that,' touching the tip of my thumb with 
the tip of my fore-finger. 

' ' What sort of mouth 1 what sort of 
teeth?' 
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' ' Very good mOHth, very good teeth, 
ma'am. Teeth like murwttri, pearl' 

' I then endeayouFed to explain to her as 
well as I coald every other particular which 
she Beemed anxiouB to know ; but in giving 
an account of the dress of our women, and 
its different articles, I made use of some 
words which were either ridiculous, or in- 
decorous, for when they had struck her 
ear, I immediately perceived that I had 
eaten something very filthy. She did not 
appear angry, but surprised, abashed, and 
amused; whilst I looked like an ess, a 
twice-dotted ass*. I streamed at every 
pore. I wished myself at the bottom of 
the sea. I felt that I vras less than a dog ; 
less even than a Frangi dog ; and my 
mi8ery,inBtead of subsiding only increased, 
iriien I perceived my khanum unburthen- 
ing her astonishment to her sister, in a 
manner which seemed to produce much 
extravagant merriment, and which left me 
• Khar be leOdid, m bh with an accent. Tmh- 
did denotw the accent which donblei a letter. 
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looking more like a fool than ever. It was 
evident that in a quarter of an hour every 
woman in the room must have been made 
acquainted with my mistake ; and no 
doubt by this time there is neither manj 
woman, nor child in the city who is not 
holding me up to ridicule !' 

' But is there any thing so infamous,' 
said I, * in saying that in English which 
in Persian is a conunon expression V 

' Ah!' said the ambaflsador, ' you do not 
know the English bo well as I. They are 
greater laughers at beards than we our- 
selves ; and although we are total strangere 
to their manners, yet if they discover the 
least deviation from them, they remark it 
with the most pitiless precision. It was 
but the other day that I was indulging 
myself in a stretch and a yawn after a long 
dinner, when I perceived that the eyes of 
all the company were upon me with looks 
of amazement. Had I eaten of the unclean 
beast, they could not have stared more.' 

At this moment the mehmandar came 
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in, and we immediately referred to him 
for the real ralue of the words which the 
ambassador had used. 

He looked vastly amused when the 
whole circumstance was laid before him ; 
and said, ' The words are without doubt 
some of the coarsest of which our language 
can boast, and you must have picked them 
np on ship-board, or from some low-bred 
persons in the streets.' 
' The ambassador then explained that the 
whole blame lay with hisunsainted teacher, 
the lieutenant. Still he was anxious (o 
clear himself from the imputation of iU- 
manoerB, and asked whether there were 
asy dictionaries in the English language 
to which he could refer, ' for,' said he, 
' if the words are there, I am safe.' The 
mehmandar talked much of a certain thing 
called fashion, which made some words 
proper, and others the contrary. He then 
said, ' I will look at the dictionary which 
is esteemed the standard in our language,' 
and immediately fetehed a volume from 

D& 
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among his books, written by one Johnson, 
who it seems is the Kamis* of England. 
On turning to the proper page, to the in- 
conceivable delight of the ambassador, 
the obnoxious words were fonnd. This 
greatly quieted his apprehensions, and h« 
longed, in self-justification, to send an ex- 
planatory note to his friend, the khannm ; 
f^en the mehmandar assured him that 
the lady had good sense enough to per- 
ceive that his mistake was quite involun- 
tary. •• It will only put her to the ne- 
cessity,' said he, ' of answering your note; 
whereas she very likely would wish to be 
supposed ignorant of the whole transac- 
tion.' 

' Strange things do I hear,' said the 
ambassador ; ' we, in Persia, whom you 
know are very particular in covering our 
speech with the veil of decency, even we 
are not so refined as this.' 

* A celebrated Arabic lUctionary, bo called, coin- 
^led and sbridged, as it is said, from another in 
Wxty-five volumes. 
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' Ah !' said the mehmandar, ' no refine- 
ment can approach that which is now ex- 
pected from the well-hred in England. 
Ingenuity is at work daily in inventing 
new words for those which not very long 
ago used to pass as perfectly admiBslble.' 

' And, in the name of the Prophet/ said 
the amhassador, ' let me ask, since you 
are so extremely particular, which is the 
most approved manner amongst you for 
cloaking the word ' wife ? ' ' 

' We have no cloak for that word,' said 
the mehmandar; ' there can he no inde- 
cency in using the word ' wife.' ' 

• There,' remarked our chief, ' the feel- 
ings of the two countries are completely 
at variance. We esteem that designation 
as very improper. No one ventures to ask 
another after his wife . Light of my eyes !' 
exclaimed he, ' don't you see what a thou- 
sand improper allusions are implied in that 
word? No, we inquire after each other's 
houses. Instead of coarsely asking, with-^ 
out any disguise, as you do here, bow does 
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your wife ? we say, and then always with 
a certain degree of mystery, how is it 
with your house ? ' 

' That may he very convenient,' said the 

' mehmandar, ' when ihe inquiry emhraces 

an indefinite number of wives; but here, as 

we have only one at a time, such a sweep* 

ing expression is unnecessary.' 

'Again,' said the ambassador, 'allow 
that nothing can be more proper and re- 
fined thantheword Jmmm'WoA*, which we re- 
peat before we begin any action : it appears 
to sanctify it, and to propitiate its success. 
If it were known that you never use it, my 
countrymen would class you with the 
Cfirds, whom they call shaltan bacheh, 
children of the devil, because they never 
pronounce the bismillah; particularly on 
certain important occasions, when every 
good Mussulman never fails saying it.' 

' Exclamations of so serious a nature,' 
said the mehmandar, 'lose their value, 
and become improper when used upon 

• In tbe nunc of God. 
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every common occaBioa. AB,fbi instance, 
what can be so absurd as that ay so com- 
mon in the streets of Tehran, ' Cucumbers i 
cucumbers ! in the name of the blessed 
Iman, cucumbers!' ' 

' And what can be more preposteroos,' 
returned the ambassador, with much ani- 
mation, ' than your passing one universal 
curse over every thing that comes in your 
mind.' On board your ships every thing 
is either ' dam good,' or ' dam bad !' 
It was either ' dam fine ship,' or ' dam 
bad ship !' You call . one lady ' dam 
pretty ! ' to another you aay, ' dam pgly 
fellow !' ' 

To this the mehmandar could say no- 
thing. 

This conversation being ended, the am- 
bassador determined forthwith to procore 
ft master who should instruct him in the 
English language, ' lest,' said he, ' by 
making more mistakes, we leave a bad 
name behind.' I also, in conformity to 
the commands of the shah, assiduoasly 
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renewed the study of it, in order that I 
might be able to m^e a translation of all 
the books in that language. 

There was another Frank dialect to which 
our thoughts were turned, for we had been 
frequently asked by our friend, the khan 
who took us for fire-worshippers, whether 
it was taught in our schools : he called it 
Latin. 

* Latin !' said the ambassador, ' what 
have we to do with Latin ? we never heard 
of such a language.' 

' It is taught in all our schools and col- 
lies,' said the khan. ' Nobody can get 
on in the world without Latin.' 

' Our monarchy has existed ever since 
the days of Jemsheed and Noushirvan 
without Latin,' said the Mirza; 'ourFath 
AH Shah is a great king without Latin, 
uid we hope to bum the fathers of the 
Russians without Latin; after that, of what 
nse can it be to us?' 

' If you are ignorant of Latin,' said the 
khan, in amazement, ' perhaps you can talk 
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French, or Italian? they are onireraal 
toagaes.' 

' No,' sdd the ambassadw, ' neither 
French nor Italian. I suppose,* added he, 
smiling, ' your lordship talks both Turkish 
and Arabic ^' 

' No,' said the khan, ' quotations in 
either of those languages are not expected 
in Parliament; therefore nobody learns 
them. Whenever you get a House of Com- 
mons in Persia you must learn Latin.' 

* Yes,' said the Mirza, ' bashed, so be it ; 
we will wait till then. For ever after, we 
never called our friend the Enghsh khan 
by any other name than Latini goo, or 
the Lfttui-monger. 
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CHAPTER VI. 

Englith aomen vitii the ambaatador.—He rteeivta 
leflerijrom Fertia,—He gtts Mo an unexpected 
KTope. 

We had now been several months in 
England, and little by little began to adopt 
manyof the customs of the infidels. When 
two of Qs walked out t<^ether, instead of 
holding each other's hands as in our own 
country, we proceeded arm in arm : more- 
over we made no scruple occasionally to 
he seen in a similar predicament with a 
woman. The ambassador's carpet spreader, 
barber, and grooms, were frequently met in 
the streets escorting the maids belonging 
to our establishment.

What is to be done 1 Ay, 
Mahboob !' speaking to his confidential 
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Uftck fllaTe, ' we 'U send her back foitfawith, 
and my soul will be free!' Then taking 
the collar of his coat in bis hand, he shook 
it well. 

He continued to talk long upon the 
subjects contained in his letters : at one 
time reviling the prime minister, and 
praising the shah; at another holding him- 
self ill-used by the shah, and praising him- 
self; then lanching forth against his own 
wife and her relations ; then bewailing bis 
fate at being thrown thus &r from his 
home, among infidels ; and again in un- 
bounded terms praising the excellence of 
those infidels, their honesty, their good 
faith, and uttering a fervid wish that he 
might pass his life amongst them. All 
this, we knew, was produced by the excite- 
ment of the moment; for when he caibe to 
his own sober reason, he was quick-sighted 
enough to look upon the decrees of fate 
as inevitable, and to bend to a necessity 
which no human agency can avert. 

As the buEoness of the day proceeded, 
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we had almost foi^otten our letters ; and 
subjects, which in our country would have 
produced converBtition for a mouth, here 
were almost immediately wiped from our 
memories by the active and bnsy life com- 
mon to an existence among Franks. The 
ambassador had learned to be extremely 
interested in certain printed papers which 
were issued every morning to the public, 
because scarcely a day passed without 
his finding the most minute transacUons 
of his own life therein recorded. ' Now 
let us see,' said he, ' what these cow- 
ardly publishers of lies will say of me 
to-day ?

(iewa»A:A(ineA,orhallofaudienoe. Knocks, 
stamps, loud voices became incessant, and 
they increased to an alarming pitch, quite 
sufficient to be heard in the neighbouring 
houses. Striving to gain admittance, I just 
caught a glimpse of the shah's TejHeBen- 
tative, without either cap or coat, appa- 
rentlyinaveryconfused state. Heshutthe 
door upon me with violence. Themehman- 
dar, who happened to be in the house, 
also hastened to know what was the mat- 
ter ; hut finding that no eutrance into the 
scene of action was allowed, we retreated.

I accompanied the mehmandar 
into the detoan khatuk, and there the first 
thing we saw was a well-dressed lady 
atreched upon the sofa, and a younger one 
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standing by ber side, weeping. The meh- 
mandat inquired tbe reason of this extra- 
ordinary scene? The lady stared at him 
for some time, but would give no answer ; 
the other only sobbed. At length the 
principal person, who pretended to take 
the mehmandar for the ambassador, roared 
out, ' Do you take me for a fool, not to see 
through your trick ? You have gone and 
shaved your beard off, and now want to 
frighten me by assuming a new character. 
But I will not go. Nothing shall force me 
from this spot.' Upon which the meh- 
mandar, who was acquainted with the 
manners of his country, told ber that if 
she did not immediately take her depar- 
ture, he wonld call the night-watch and 
eject her by force. Seeing she could do 
nothiDg more, she flung herself out of the 
house, followed by her handmaid ; and so 
ended a scene worthy of the Thousand and 
One Nights. 

Our chief had made a rapid retreat 
to his bed-room, and we saw nothing of 
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bim till the next morning, when, with the 
greatest good humour, and not without aome 
confusion, he gave ua the following account 
of this strange adventure. 

' After I had read my letters, I mounted 
my horse and rode into the Park. I was 
io deep thought upon their contents, and 
was looking neither right nor left, when I 
was stopped by a servant, who, pointing to 
two women on foot, aaid that a lady would 
be glad to speak to me. I made my 
bow to the eldest of the two, who, with- 
out shame or hesitation, paid me many 
fine compliments, and told me that she 
would be very happy to make me an even- 
ing visit. ' There ie no harm in that,' 
said I. ' Bismillah ! in the came of Allah, 
come.'

She came, 
acctHnpaiued by a young person, who 
might he her maid, or ber companion, for 
aaght I knew ; at all events she was her 
inferior in rank, thongh not in beauty, for 
she was sut^singly haadsome. I did not 
exactly know how to behave to such visitors. 
The woman said much that I did not an- 
derstand ; hut I discovered that she was not 
an Englishwoman, but a PcH'tuguese. The 
interview was becoming very dull, I did 
as I wonld have done in my own country 
nnder such circtimstances ; I ordered fruit 
and wine to be placed before as, bnt tired 
of my madam, I addressed myself to the 
young beauty. My attentions, I soon per- 
ceived, were misplaced. The young one 
betrayed fear, the older jealousy — a strain 
impended — the Portuguese looked black 
and portentous. Ihad frequently witnessed 
the effects of jealousy in our harems, but 
had never seen it carried to the pitch I saw 
it now. The woman stormed and raved. 
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Up wcDt oaa aim, down went tbe other. 
She followed me round the room ; she beat 
me ; she knocked my cap off my bead ; she 
tore my caba to bits. ' There is but one 
Allah!' I exclaimed, in the extremity of 
my fear. I vaa totaily at a loss to know 
what she wanted, or what could pacify her. 
I offered her money ; she took it from me, 
and threw it at the great mirrors which 
hung ^>out the room. The young girl in 
tbe mean while was sobbing aloud. At 
length, tired of this horrid state, I escaped 
from her, and locked myself up in my bed- 
room. You know the rest. For the love 
of Allah, now tell me who this strange 
woman could possibly be ? It appeared 
to me that she was a khanum. Her well- 
dressed serrant, her own dress, her attend- 
ant, all bespoke her a person above tbe 
common ranks; but such jealousy as hers, 
such blows as she inflicted, by my beard, 
I think could only belong to the thaitan in 
person.' 

Tbe mehmandar was as much puzzled as 
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ourselves how to account for what had hap- 
pened. He warned the ambassador against 
receiving into his house persons wlio were 
not properly introduced to him ; remarking, 
that London was not like Ispahan, where 
every individual was more or less known, 
but that it was an immense receptacle for 
all sorts of characters, multitudes of whom 
lived by dishonest means; and such veiy 
probably was the lady in question.

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CHAPTER VII.

This event was soon forgotten, and the 
^bassador, following bis own pleasures, 
lived almost exclusively with the infidels, 
and abandoned his suite, I amongst the 
number, entirely to our own pursuits.

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One of the principal pefsccutions which 
the ambassador underwent was from the 
theatres and show-liousea. In order to 
attract a crowd, they ctmstantly invited 
him to attend tb«r perftM-mances, an- 
nounced his appeantoce in laige pinbed 
characters all over the city, and at the same 
time pubhshed the falsehood, that he had 
named and ord^ed the play to be acted. 
How could he, when he had scarcely got 
through the first leaves of an Englieh spell- 
ii^ book? However, when he was sorely 
pressed, he generally seat me to the thea- 
tre to peTBtmate him, and appointed one of 
our English servants to pass for the meh- 
mandar. It was at one of these plaices, at 
a theatre called Horse Opera, where I was 
taking upon myself the airs of my master, 
pulling up my whi^ers, and looking upon 
every one present from the heights of my 
condescension, that I got acquainted with 
a lai^ English tamily, consisting of an 
amazingfatfather, and ofa very lean mother, 
with their son and three daughters.

A compliment 
so entirely Persian, and so indicative of 
good-will and friendship, was received on 
my part with an immediate avowal of 
gratitude, and I used expressions simi- 
lar to those which I would have used in 
Persia on such an occasion.

He was a complete bajbaj*; one who evi- 
dently had settled that paradise was situated 
in the middle of bis own body ; and that 
Iambs stuffed with pistachio nuts were the 
only riches worth being prized in this 

' A man whose flesh shskes with fat. 
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world. He thanked me for my cirility; 
and hoped for the future that the English 
and Persian nations would be united in 
the strictest bondB of friendship. 

Putting on on ambassadorial air, I said 
that it was evident he was a man of sense, 
aman of learning, one who knew the world, 
and a dowlet kka; a lover of hie country; 
and that I should not fail letting the shah 
know what a faithful servant I had found 
in him *. 

He seemed to be rather confounded at this 
speech; but be soon recovered himself, and 
asked me a few questions, such as whether 
we bad any thing like this in Persia (point- 
ing to the theatre) ; whether we had horses 
like these; whether I talked French;

discovered a good reason why the EoglUh 
took such great care of their old women. 
Then she talked of her husband, who was 
every thing that a good husband ought to 
be, very rich, and very generous ; he was 
obliged, 'tis true, to provide for his sons, 
but still he had enough to be liberal to his 
daughters also. 

' Mashallah! praises to Allah!' said I,

and we (latter ourselves that we come from 
srane of the oldest of the stock.'

' Yee,' said I, ' to be sure,' hazarding an 
English latifeh, or joke; 'we think much 
of our true souls, but more of the soles of 
Qurfeet.'

The bells of the churohqs 
tolled, people of all kinds, both high and 
low, thronged the streets, and at a parti- 
cular hour, as if they were proceeding to 
the gate of the shah's palace, they rusluid 
to their devotions. ' How much better,' 
said I to Mary, having made my proper 
compliments to the family, ' bow muqh 
better would it not he if your churches 
were always left open like our mosques? 
Every person then might suit bis own con- 
T^ence as to time ; whereas now only a 
part of your immense population can be 
admitted into such buildings. A quiet 
comer, his carpet, and his kebieh, is all a 
Mussulman requires to say his prayers.'

We entered the church in a 
body, and men and women without di- 
stinction were fastened into small square 
pens. I must own that veils for the wo- 
men on this occasion were in my mind of 
urgent necessity, and ought to be enforced 
by an order from the shah j for who can re- 
frain from looking about him? For my part 
I could not keep my eyes from wandering 
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towards the pret^ ftee gf the moontlfke 
Bteflfty, do what I would. 

I understood muph of what was wit- 
ten ia a black book whi^ Mary put into 
my hands, and with such pqrtion^ I was 
much Btruck ; they put me in mind, of 
pftrts of our blessed Koran ; but I vasnot 
much edified by tfae conduct of the coB" 
gregation. The ptisk namaz, ortbel^^r, 
io prayer, did not himself appear to he in 
ramest ; be neither wagged his head Uf 
and fro, as our most saint-like mollahs dft; 
iMT did he occasionally keep his body ii) a 
state of vibration. As for the peoplSj^ apmii . 
looked one way, some another; a fewjoifly; 
appeared fervent in prayer, ai^d generally, 
except beii^ quite quiet, they might as 
well have been at home. The ricli .ha^ 
aoft'cushioBB to repose upon, and tlpe p<^jr 
were provided with more conveniences^ 
tlwQ al their own houses. , Let tttei|] go 
into Mussulman countries t^piyght ]^,.ftn^ , 
there leam true ,serjovjBr«^^(( aiid- de¥):{T|, 
tion.

H^ requires no book to 
pray iroip, fpr his prayers have been 
lodged within the chambers of his mind 
ever since he coitid be taught to recite 
tiiem; and when h^ reads the. Koran, the 
only ceremony necessary is that he washett 
his hands before he presumes to take up the 
sacred volume. Now, these Franks, th(Hight 
I, take HP their holy book as if it were any 
other .book ; washed or unwashed hands 
isall^oneto them. . Seeing that every body 
sat or stood in any position they chose, 
and did not turn their fac^ in any parti- 
cular direction, 1 asked old Mr. Hogg 
where^ )vas the Christian kebleh? but he 
did not seem to understand me. ' Cob- 
bler!' said he, 'no such person officiates 
in our churches.' 

I made him understand that I alluded 
to the point to which they turn when they 
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say their prayere, for I had always Sup- 
posed that Chtistians turned towards Je- 
rusalem, in the same manner as we do to- 
wards Mecca. 

All I could leam from him was that 
they faced the clergymaa when he prayed 
or preached, and the organ when any 
chanting was performed. 

I saw that the eyes of every one were upon 
me for talking so much; therefore I wrapt 
up my curiosity for the present in the folds 
of silence, and lent a willing ear to the 
beautiful sounds which proceeded from the 
<H*gan, for such strains I had never before 
heard. The singing (^ children which 
accompanied it did not strike me as 
so impressive as some of the fine voices 
which are sometimes heard from our 
mtiezzim chanting our profession offaitb, 
and the inritation to prayer from our mi- 
nors, and certainly not to be compared to 
the magnificent chant of the khotbeh*,\)e' 
fore the Asylum of the Universe.

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When I thought it time that the cere- 
mony should finish, I was surprised to see 
a young mollah, whose beard had not yet 
gprouted, aacentl the preaching chair. 
How could the retsh sefids, ot elders, of 
whom I saw many in the church, consent 
to hear the doctrine of one so young? 
thought I. But my surprise ceased when 
I saw him draw out a book fi-om his 
pocket, for he no doubt would preach the 
doctrine of some celebrated elder, reading 
it from the inanuscript : to suppose that 
he would venture to speak for himself, ap- 
peared to me little less than laughing at 
the beards of the congregation then as- 
sembled. 

At length, the whole service being ended, 
we rose and departed. Had I been a 
Christian in a Mahomedan mOsque, I 
should haVe blessed my good fortune that 
I leftit without broken bones ; but here, in- 
stead of any aiich apprehensibn, I only 
met with approving looks, mixed With ex- 
pressions of surprise at. my extraordinary 
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appeaHncC. Certainly -to befaold mith a 
beard aa mine, surmounted by a tall'bliutk 
cap, single and solitaiy, amidst a nraltitude 
of Bharen chins .and unoomed head^ must 
hare been a striking object; toid.i wbs 
surprised that I, in faotrencited sucbiibtle 
sensation. The lady H<^g did nod lose 
oae opportunity, directly or indirectly, of 
letting the world know that I was fvprinee, 
and had managed to introduce me a» auth 
to a long line of her acquaintanee'^ev^n 
before we had quitted the gates of the 
church ; and, when we had again retiched 
her house, I was reminded of my dimity 
at every instant. ' 

' Well, prince!' said she, ' how 4iA yeu 
like our church'?' 

I answeredt that the service a|^u<ed 
to nte too long, and that nobody seuned 
aafficieatly ineamsBt. '

I observed, that he might; be very good 
to lo(^ at; but that we Easterns expected 
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wisdom from a gray-beard and a face of 
penance^ and not from -a young birish, or 
no-beard, who might preach the wisdom 
of Solomon, and the doctrine of the im- 
mortal Imam Af onsa, till he were black in 
the face, but nobody would listen to him. 

The father* Hogg took my side of the 
argument, and said, ' 'twas true that he had 
never tried wisdom out of a heard; but 
that he always paid most attenticm when 
the cler^man preached in a full-bottomed 
wig." 

What that article might be I did not 
stop to inquire, for I longed much to be 
making myself agreeable to ttie fait Bessy ; 
but her sister, the moUah Mariam, as I 
called her, would not allow me. ■ Whatever 
I attempted to toy, she always managed 
tQ bring me round to religions subjects;

7%e antbasiador vititt &c India Hotue and the 
Eatt India Directors- — ZTo^'t Baba meett hit ntv 
Ji-iends. 

Wh e n I retiirhed home, I fouild the am- 
bassador taken up in the arrangement of 
an official visit which he was to make on the 
following day. It was to the gate of the 
palace of India, which ia situated in a re-- 
mote part of the city, and contained, from 
what we heard, avast number of chambers, 
in which all the treasures of Hittd, and Se- 
rendib, and CAm* were pUed up in endless 
■misses. Thewholeofthesuitewereordered 
to hold themselves in readiness, and pre- 
sents suited to the occasion were selected, 
i^ong them, as one by which the shah 
eeuld best show the esteem in which he 
hdd the Coompani, yiax a magnificently 
written and illuminated copy of his majes- 
^'a own poetry. It was enclosed in seven

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fine wrappers, to which were added sevea 
coarser, and was to be presented at a for- 
tuaate moioent by the ambassador's own 
hands. The former emperors of India 
were great patrons of poets and fine writ- 
ing, and it is possible that, in making this 
present, the shah concluded that the pre- 
sent possessors of that country might be 
equally so. 

The whole subject of this foita of go- 
vemment was still so confused in our un- 
derstandings, that we longed for the time 
when with our own eyes we might see and 
comprehend, and be convinced, that the 
fables we had heard concerning it were 
unfounded, and that in fact it did truly 
and undoubtedly exist. 

The ambassador had also to present a 
portrait of our shah, in which he is repre- 
sented reposing upon the celebrated pillow 
of pearls, dressed in all the blaze of his 
magnificent jewels, his beard sweefung- 
his girdle, his eyes so large as scarcely to 
leave room for cheeks or eyebrows, and his 
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waiat not more than a span ia circum- 
ference. This we imagined wonld be 
esteemed a higher compliment than even 
the fortunate volume of poetry, particur 
larly aa it vras the "wort of that famoua 
a^tiat, Mahomed Naki Shirazi. 

The amhaasadw dressed himself in hia 
superb vest of silver brocade, interwoven 
with gold flowers. He wore his diamond^ 
headed dagger, and his emerald-belted 
sword, as well as the pelisse of sable which 
had so irequently graced the auspicious per- 
son of our gracious sovereign. Mohamed 
Beg wasdecked out as the nfaster of ceremo- 
nies, with a shawl round his cap, red cloth 
stockings to his feet, and the long staff of 
office in his hand. I was to be the bearer of 
the hook, until we reached the presence of 
the assembled body, when the ambassador 
was to take it into his own hands, in order 
to deliver it to their chief. Each of us bad 
his particular post, and when collected, we 
flattered ourselvea that the effect would he 
well worthy of the country we represented,

anoes of all descriptions, that we tboi^jtt 
it &' minacle to hare got safely through- it. 
To ihis time we had nut acquired any aie* 
curate idea of the extent of tlu» amazing 
city. The avennes to the Indiaa palaoe 
were jtist a» crowded as the other streets; 
and, without g<Hng throngb a,ny oater 
court, the ambassador descended &om his 
carri^e, at a lofty gate, supported hy 
magnificoit pillars of marble, and entered 
at onee into the body of the biuldiog. 
Eveiy corridor was lined with troops beanti- 
fiillydreesed and armed, axA moBie was aaC 
wanting to annonnce our arrival.

presenting at the same time tbe atis^ictou* 
volume from the king of kin^: As wV 
proceeded to divest ii of its coverings, the 
foor-attd -twenty sitters dpoti chairs opened 
tlreir eyes' t© behold the royal ^ft, tOKt 
tli^ impatience evidendy increased in 
proportion as each cover balked thett- 
^pectatioa.' At lengthy when we faad 
come to the la^t, and whrar I nneovered 
tile book, the feces of many of the 
lookers-on dropped with disappointment, 
for evidently they expected to see somei- 
^Hg more precioas. ' Tis only a book !' 
wa^ heard to pass from mouth to moudi, 
and then they all reaottied their seats. 
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I perceived that the ambafisador was in 
no' wise pleased at the little sensation 
which his offering had produced ; for in- 
stead of receiving it with both his hands, 
and carrying it to his head, as we should 
bare done, the chief chair-sitter took it in 
his right hand, made two or three bows, 
and said a few words, which the mehmandai 
int«rpreted into a long speech. It was then 
traoBferred to the vakeel, who again passed 
it to his neighbour, and thus it went in 
succession to the whole four-and -twenty. 
I remarked that the greater part of them 
turned the book upside down; and I said 
to Mohamed Beg, that if our shah had 
known into whose hands this precious 
produce of his brain had fallen, he nerer 
would have been at so much trouble to send 
it so &r in search of admirers. 

The portrait of the shah was then 
brought in and exhibited. As soon as it, 
was extended in full length, the ambassa* 
dor thought it necessary to approach it 
and make a prostration, as if his majesty 
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in person were present, and this example 
we immediately followed. But not a chair- 
Bitter moved a muBcle ; they looked on at 
the ceremony we had perfonned in appa- 
rent astonishment, for I dare say not one 
of them could imderatand to what a de- 
gree a Persian carries his respect and ve- 
neration for his sovereign. 

Xhe ambassador was then invited to 
visit different parts of the great house, in 
order that he might more easily compre- 
hend the nature of the business which was 
there transacted. He was informed that 
the troops which he saw drawn out to do 
him honour were composed of men who 
worked in their warehouses. ' Ah,' said 
the ambassador, ' if you can make sepoys 
of your miserable Hindoos, there can he 
no dif&culty in turning your porters into 
soldiers*!'

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We then satv the treasury; then were 
condaeted to a lai^e hall surrounded by 
benches, where, on <:ertain occasions, every 
raan cao get-up and speak his mind. We 
were parfided through numerous defter 
khaiukt and offices, which showed the 
immensity of the business transacted by 
these merchant kings, as Mohamed B^ 
very aptly called tham, and at length were 
introduced into -a beautifully ornamented 
apartment called the l^ab khaueh, or the 
libcary. 

On ourairival here we were d^igbted 
to find, -in addition to the interesting Air- 
nitnreoCthe room, a crowd of haodsomety- 
^«Bsed-ladies, As theambassador Altered 
they pressed forward to look at as, aitd 
the principal odob were introduced tohim. 
To my astonishment, and, I may add, dig- 
may, I espied among them my friends the 
Hoggs, the old mother, the three daugh- 
ters, and the father. How to support the 
exalted character which I had e^tAblished 
among them, and to preserve my humble' 
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statioii Dear the ambassador, I was con- 
▼inced woald be a work of difficulfy. I 
nt &8t determiDed net to appear to see 
tbem.bnt soon found that thatscheme wonld 
be unavailable. The old lady woald not 
let me off BO easily; for, whatever the 
o&ers'tnight do, she certain^ would claim 
htr prince for an acquaintance. And I 
was not mistaken, for she made up to me 
in great joy, and shook hands with me, to 
the asttmiahraent of my companions. The 
ambassador, for my good luck, had h«tp 
taken to the forthercnd of the room to see 
some of the curiosities, and therefore did 
not witoeas this joyons meeting. We, also, 
lus attendants, vrwe very soon mixed up 
with the crowd, and being kindly and 
officiously taken notice of both by the 
Hoggs and others of the company, my in- 
timacy with my new friends passed by 
ahnost unheeded. The old lady, I per-

The father Ho^ 
was vflry anziouH to exhibit a handsome 
swwd, which he iosisted had bel<Niged to 
a ftmowB Turk, one 'Captain Packer,' 
as he called him.

I had not failed every now KQ.d then to 
cast fnitiva glances at the fair Bessy as 
she stood in the crowd, but I dared not 
speak to her, fearful of being remarked by 
my oonntrymen. She was escorted by a 
young wbij^ered infidel, whose attentions 
to her did not at all suit the scheme <^ 
rapid fortnne and enjoyment which I had 
drawn out for myself; and I b^;aii to 
doubt whether my well-preserved beard,

I had heard no more from my Ht^gs ; 
atti evidently the representations of the 
mebmandar had produced Aeir effect. 
The etdbject was only how and then al- 
luded to in joke by tite amh&s^dor, who 
asked me when we should touch the gold; 
otherwise I had almost fbi^otten it. But 
what was my surprise, a few mornings 
before the' ffite day, to discovftr, in a car- 
rii^ tidl of infidels, the - head of the 
mamma H(^ nra&ing signs to me ! ' By 
the beard of Ali, tiiese Pranks are mad,' 
add I; then again, beii^ struck by a 
hope that Bomething pniptious to my love 
m^ht hav« taken place, I deemed it right 
to obey the old woman's invitation; and ' 
stepped to the' door of her Carriage. 

To my ainazement she spoke to me as 
if nothiiig bad taken place between us: 
she' said, ' Ah, prince! how do you do? 
It is a loi^ -time since we have seen you. 
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You foi^ your old friends. We are not 
good enough for you now. I see how it 
is.' And thus she continued for a hmg 
while, until my head went round and 
round in endeavouring to ascertain what 
her meaning might be; when at lengthy 
just as she had ordered her coachman to 
drive away, I discerned the nmtlub, that 
is, the real object of her visit.

I was not 
so easily to be taken in as to accede 
without difficulty to her request; but at 
the same time secretly hoping that the 
crore of tomauns might still be forthcom- 
ing, I made one of our usoal Persian 
speeches, in which I assured her that the 
dust of her threshold was coUyrium for 
my eyes, and entreated her ntjver to di-

But here, no other distinction save a^eisA- 
iMfeE, or deputation, to receive him at the 
door of the house with lighted candles, 
was prepared for his reception. Weeks 
perhaps would have been taken up in Per- 
sia to prepare food for his attendants : 
whereas here every thing remained in its 
place until Uie very day. 

The ambassador held a consultation with 
me and his servants upon how we could 
best show him honour. Taki, the ferash, 
said we oaght to kneel and kiss the ground 
as he passed ; to this Mohamed Beg dis- 
sented, for he asserted that no Mussulman 
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oughtso to humble himseUWore an infidel 
' unless he were forced. Seid and Mabboob, 
the black slaves, recommended tfaattheCir- 
cassian should sing, and play oh the tam- 
bourine, as she would have done before 
our shah, or his son, had either of themi 
visited her master. To tiiis the' ambassa- 
dor himself objected, for he feared lest his 
wife should hear of it, and then Heaven 
knows what the result might be to him. 
We proposed entertaining the prince of 
Eng^nd with scmie of our national feats. 
Hassan, the cook, was a capital eater of 
fire and spouter of water. Mohamed Beg 
uud»took to recite tea thousand verses 
from the Shah Nameh. Taki could per- 
form several feata of tumbling and i6ti 
bazi; he could also twirl a brass plate on 
a stick balanced on his nose. If wre»t- 
lingwere required, the master of the horse 
and the harber wero ready to come for- 
wards; and should a long story have been 
necessary to fill up the evening, I, who 
had occasionally been called upon to en- 
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tertain oor late grand vizier, was pre- 
pared with any parts of Antar that might 
be required. But alt theae arrange- 
ments were ovemiled by the mehmandar, 
who said that, as the prince did not 
understand Persian, the recitations, of 
the Shah If emeh and the long story would 
be of no use; and, instead of the other 
feats, he proposed coUectirfg a body of 
Engh^ singers, men and women, who 
would perform after a manner agreeable to 
him. 

The hour of the meeting at length 
came. The ambassador had ornamented 
the picture of oor shah with a magnificent 
frame. Innumerable lights prodnced a 
blase throughout the house, and a seat 
was prepared for the prince. The com- 
pany began to arrive, whilst we stood in 
dte hall to see them pass. . I and Mo- 
hamed Beg, who had bten to an as- 
sembly, were not surprised at the beauty 
of the young women, the great number 
of the old, their dresses, and their rich 
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OTuaments; bnt the rest of the snite, who 
SRw this sight for the first time, Btood mtite 
with astonishnient. ' Oh !' said the mas- 
ter of the horse, 'half a dozen of these

you,' and take my departure to-momw.' 
TheRtringof odd figures, men and women, 
was endless. At length, hearing a well- 
known voice caUing out < Come along, 
Bessy, come along, Jessy,' I espied three 
women tottering under immense heack

Cheney the shaw, that 's what be is caUed* 
I believe!' 

Upon this they ascsided into the great 
room. I did not like to follow until some 
time had elapsed, fearful of an exphuutr 
Hon; at length, when I did T»iture, to 
my horror I saw the meuiuna exhibiting 
the card I had written to the mebmandar, 
and evidently asking him to take her up 
to the ambassador.

She al- 
ways said her prayers at the stated time; 
and made and mended the. ambassador's 
olotlies, as a good slave ought. . 

But a drcunutance most opportwaely 
occurred, whiofa, whilst ittended to incrasse 
the many miaenea of which our chief com- 
^ained, at the same time helped him to 
make up hia mind concerning the expe- 
diency of her departure. 

In England the houses of cities are situ- 
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atednn rach a maniHM' that bo Mftbonedaa; 
could ever seoire Um aputmettts of his 
women from, the gaxe of men, without 
considerate difficnlty and iactfeTetnence. 
Excepting 1m«b4« which hsre maidans 
(aqkares) bvfbre tbem, all are overlooked ; 
and aa-tliey are genw^ly bniHtipon Uie same' 
tnodet, the faarHa •pylcnowa immediatriy in 
what directi<m to look, if he wishes to^ 
Cateb a glirapMOf the women.' To screen 
their wives, the English husbatids are sa^ 
tirfied with placing a piece of slight 
eaDgbi beAire thttir windows, whilst walls 
cuinot be %oo thick or too high for the 
Persian. Itso happened that the windows 
of the room in which the Circassian wa» 
confined were enfiladed by those of 
a long row of houses standing at an angle 
with the ambassador's;' and when first 
we arrived, numerous were the heads of the 
infidels v^o ware seen prying. Could 
we have seized, even one, we would 
have shown him what it is to disturb the
